It throws away the patriot 
and keeps the bounder, glorifying him with riches. 
The good man loses his health, perhaps his life, at 
the front. The indifferent man grows fat and 
wealthy at home. The foundations of the large 
fortunes of this country were laid in just such 
fashion. The civil war begat, multi-millionaires, 
not out of the men in the battle lines but from the 
men in commercial lines. 

But the system is stupid besides being unjust, 
It does not accomplish its purpose for all its ex-

- NGLAND'S premier peer and 
hereditary earl rshal of the 
realm, the sixteenth Duke of Nor- 
folk, just 9 years old, had his 
first official audience of the king 
the other day at Buckingham vralace in 
order to return the insignia of the Order 


| of the Garter worn by his father, who 


died récently. 

The insignia of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, of the Thistle, and of St. Patrick 
have all to be returned to the monarch 
on the déath of the knights and cannot 
be retained by the family or heirs. It is 
the sovereign who selects the member of 
the defunct knight’s family to under- 
take the duty in question. 

As a rule the eldest son and suecessor 
in the hereditary honors of the family 
is chosen. “In rare cases, where the heir 
has incurred royal displeasure in one 
way or another, or has been guilty of 
misconduct, he is passed over, and this 
in’ itself is regarded in the light of a 
stigma. “ 


Where thé heir ＋ a minor, one of the 
adult members of the family is usually 
invited to undertake the task, and the 
little Duke of Norfolk's selection to hand 
back his father’s Order of the Garter to 
the king constitutes the first instance 
of a child under the age of 10 fulfilling 
the duty. George V., in making this 
selection, manifestly wished to mark his 
regard for the late’ duke, his sympathy 
for the widowed duchess, and his par- 
ticular interest in and good will for the 
little duke. 

The insignia consist of the star, the 
medallion or lesser George, and the gold 
collar, composed of twenty-six links, 
each in the form of a garter, enameled 
and azure, with the Greater George ap- 
pended thereto, the George being a fig- 
ure of St. George, on wen slaying 
the dragon.

Hospital Facilities Poor. | 
Chicago is behind other cities in its 
care of contagious disease cases, says 
the report, in recommending money for 
the hospital. “The total number of 
beds now available in all hospitals is 
only 435. The hospitals are overcrowd- 
ed, so that if an epidemic, such as in- 
fantile paralysis, should attack the city 
it would be difficult to control it by hos- 
‘pital treatment. New York City, with 
a population double Chicago's, has 5,000 
beds for cases of contagion.” 

As to the $250,000 for Gage farm addi- 
tions, the report says: It is a matter 
of economy for the city to provide ade- 
quate accommodations for delinquent 
boys, and thus save the taxpayer the

Had it been upon the calendar the wets 
were sufficiently strong and “cocky” 
to have slaughtered it along with the 
rest that were supported by the Anti- 
Saloon league. 

Probabilities are that there will be.no 


wet or dry legislation at the session. 


There is not the slightest chance that 


an effort will be made to repeal the 
existing township option law, nor win 
there be an attack made upon the statu- 
tory woman’s suffrage law. 


Vote Is 80 to 67. 

The drys failed by ten votes to muster 
the required seventy-seven house mem- 
bers to pass the state-wide referendum 
bill. The vote was 67 for the bill and 80 
against it. The vote was taken after 
four hours of oratory. 

The house galleries were more crowd-. 
ed, if such is possible, than at the 
Lowden inaugural. Speaker Shanahan 
permitted the cheering and applause to 
go unchecked as the representatives 
banged away. The drys had a slight 
advantage in the gallery enthusiasm.
